Held In Miami 


— Funeral -services for Rev. Carl 
A. Moberg, 65, 11125 E. Golf Drive, 
Miami, who died August 16 follow- 
ing an extended illness, were held 
August 19, at Stanton Memorial 
Baptist Church, with interment at 
Southern .

Rev. Moberg and his family liv- 
ed in Pahokee for seven and’a half

Critics who last week blasted 
conditions at the county negro 
children’s home were back before 
the county commission this week 
to paint a glowing picture of ope- 
rations at the white children’s 
home. 

One of the principal critics was 
Mrs. Myrtle Lockwood, Lake 
Worth, and this week she had 
nothing but praise for the white 


children’s home. She said the ope- 
ration is so successful that child- 
ren sent there “find a new way of 
life.” 

By comparison, she said, the 
white children’s home provides 

“an enviorment producing good 
citizens” and the negro home an 
i“enviorment producing law break- 
ers of tomorrow.” 

She was joined in her praise of 
the white children’s home by Mrs. 
Harriet Glasner, who said it was 
such a fine place that it should be 
included on any conducted tour of 
county installations. 

The commission, lead by Lake 


full ‘credit for the reported out- 
standing operation of ‘the white 
children’s home should go to the 
juvenile court and the board of 
visitors. 

By the same token, they said, 
any corrective action or changes 
should be initiated by the same 
two groups. 

The county's responsibility, the 
commission explained, is in pro- 
viding facilities. Operation of the 
two homes is the responsibility of 
the juvenile court and the board of 
visitors. The commission said it 
stands ready to follow the recom- 


mendations made by the board of 
visitors. 

Commissioner Lytal told the two 
commission visitors that many of 
the extra facilities provided. at 
the white children’s home are made 
available by organizations inte- 
rested in the operation of the 
home. 

He suggested that similar. facil- 
ities could be made available at 
the negro children’s home if or- 
ganizations could be interested in 
seeing conditions improved.
